It has come to my attentton that an excessive amount of contraband is being recovered from 
prisoners arriving at the U.S. Marshals Celt Block (D.C. Superior Court) from the various MPD 
Districts. I have reviewed several reports generated by my staff wtthin recent weeks, in 
addition to numerous narcotics seizures, paraphernalia such as home made "crack pipes' are 
being confiscated all to regulariy. These pipes not only could have resulted in an additional 
charge by your anresting ofncer(s). they could have been fashioned into weapons to be used 
against my staff or other judicial personnel. 

Within the past year, several lock-blade knives have been recovered from MPD prisoners as 
well. 

Generally, when contraband is discovered on an MPD prisoner, the arresting ofRcer and /or 
District is notified and expected to return to the USMS Ceil Block to recover the contraband 
and in some cases the prisoner, it is unreasonable to expect my staff to ''paper' a new case 
on the prisoner when he/she was received from MPD custody. My staff will continue to assist 
your officers by providing written reports and testimony as necessary.
